“* That to provide for the payment of the in- 
terest on the public debt which will fall due at 
the close of the present yesr, it will be necessary 
to anticipate the appropnated revenues to the 
amount of five hundred thousand dollars.” 

“ The authority to make a loan for this pur- 
pose, i8 contained in the first section of an act 
passed on the third day of March, 1795, entitled 
** An act making further provision for the sup- 
port of public credit, and for the redemption of 
the public debt.” 

“The Secretary proposes that the said loan 
be had of the bank of the United States, for one 
year, to bear interest from the first day of Jan- 
uary ensuing, at the rate of six per centum per

If this is nothing like the petitions a- 
bout which the addresser has made so 
yreat ado, there’s no harm done. The 
names of the petitioning merchants are 
not subscribed. We cannot however help 
a suspicion of a little coquetry in the ex- 
treme tenderness of ‘the addresser’s sym- 
pathy for these merchants. He impli- 
citly defends. the, Embargo as having 
been a mezsure of compliance with their 
wishes. Now this class of citizens, if not 
absolutely as Mr. Jefferson supposes, “ the 
most worthless in; community,” is not, 
however, the only one-whose “ petitions 
were entiticd to respect” Nor were their 
own petitions more sespectable four years 
ago than they havé continued to be ever 
since. And therefore if the eddresser 
could even prove, as he scems to believe, 
that an embargo was contemplated in any 
of their petitions at that time of day ; and 
if this were a sufficient ground of justifi- 
cation for the government in imposing an 
Embargo ; yet it was no sooner imposed, 
thon counter petitions, from almost every 
city, town and village iw the United States, 
were preferred for its removal. Scarce- 
ly was there a town im the remotest bor- 
ders of the union, from which the voice of 
remonstrance was norechoed- through the 
hall of the representatives. Now, indeed, 
there was little “ distinction of party.” 
Men of every profession, trade and mys- 
tery, condemned the measure. The ad- 
dresser seems therefore to have reduced 
himself to the triple dilemma, either of 
now condemning it himscli for the same 
reason that he before justified it, and thus 
abjuring one topic of excuse for the late 
sdministration, inasmuch as it was not 
for that reason repealed ; or of condemn- 
ing the inconsistency of the merchants in 
first petitioning for and then deprecating 
't, and thus abjuring all bis professions o! 
respect for them ; or of confessing bis 
own inconsistency, and thus virtually con- 
demning himself, and permitting otbers 
to imitate the example It would be 
hard to refuse him his option.

than Mr. Jefferson; nor any system of” 
policy, than that terriffe one, of which the” 
Embergo was but an inceptive prelimina- 
ry. But never perhaps were they push- 
ed to such extremetics, arid forced to be- 
take themselves to such’ pitiful jshifts, as 
in their defence of this system. To what 
species of turning and twisting and shuf- 
fling and contradiction have they pot re- 
sorted, in order to rescue it from deserved 
odium? At ene time they bave held it 
up as nothing more than a theory of do- 
mestic policy ; of mere municipal regula 
tion; neither calculated nor desizned to 
have any foreign influence or effect what- 
soever. This was to meet the complaint. 
that from certain circumstances ft appear- 
ed to wear a hostile aspect towatds [ng- 
land. But the people of this country 
were not to be deceived into a belief ‘of 
the utility of such a scheme of municipal 
regulation. ‘lo them therefore it must be 
held up as a system of restrician anil co- 
ercion, calculated to compel Great Britain’ 
to terms.

Heis kind enough, 
in another place, to Iet us know that the 
word submission, * never had existence in 
the dictionary ofa freeman.” Whether 
that dictionary contains any moreé than the 
nree words in question he has not expli- 
citly .informed us. If, however, we are 
‘Oo SUPpose, aS appears somewhat" proba. 
ble, that he has drawn most of his defini- 
tions and philological paradoxes from this 
source ; Wwe may reasonably conclude that 
the freeman’s dictionary is but another 
phrase for a digest of rules and precepts 
for murdering the king’s English. Vicco-

a consequence ofit It isthe ofject, or 
final cause of contest; and signifies the ac- 
quisition, or thing gained, by succesa in it ;
